Premier Arraigns 
House Opposition 
In Sharp Rebukes 


Many Acrimonious Exchanges Take Place; 
Galleries are Crowded as Socred 
Leader Answers His Critics

Delivering his most important address in full-dress de- | 


bate since he entered the legislature, Premier William 
Aberhart on Friday affirmed, amidst the thumping of desks 
from his supporters, that ‘Social Credit’ members are in 
favor of the policies of the government and behind the 
government in its work.” 

He scored the combined opposition of the House in de- 


claring that ‘Never in the three years of the present admin- | 


istration had the opposition shown itself so weak and 
ineffective.” 

Continuing, he said that ‘the lack of criticism is due to 
the efficiency of the government and the careful, construct- 
ive addresses from the government side of the House.” 


Government Ranks Unified in Purpose 


Government ranks were unified in their purpose, he 
said, and on behalf of his members he expressed determina- 
tion to carry on with Social Credit principles. 

In all he spoke for one hour and 35 minutes. 

Seldom has a speaker in the Alberta legislature been 
given such a reception as was given to the Premier on 
Friday. 

The galleries were over-crowded and many desiring to 
gain admission were unable to do so. Many had come from 
a long distance to hear him and there were visitors from 
other provinces in the House. 

When the Premier entered the legislative chamber 
prior to the opening of the House, he was given a rousing

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Recognition for Franco 


Britain and France are about ready to 
recognize Franco as having made himself 
ruler of Spain. Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain refused to promise this would not be 
done or that parliament would be con- 
sulted before it is done. 

On the principle that it is no business 
of these countries who holds power in 
Spain, recognition will be logical once the 
Insurgents have become the Government 
in fact. Nothing in those circumstances 
could be gained by trying to preserve a 
pretence that Negrin and not Franco held 
power. The one certain effect would be 
to extinguish any hope that Franco in the 
saddle may decide to be his own man and 
not I) Duce’s vassal, and adopt an atti- 
tude of neutrality toward the democ- 
racies. 

If that hope is not very bright, it is 
the sole remaining chance that the Span- 
ish affair may not wind up in the addi- 
tion of another aggressive dictator to the 
two who are already keeping Europe jit- 
tery. A dictator Franco is certain to be, 
but not necessarily of the same type nor 
a member of the alliance of threat. Re- 
fusal of Britain and France to recognize 
his position, once he has actually made 
himself master of the whole country, 
could only drive him into permanent de- 
pendence upon who have helped 
him, but whos he may not 
choose to pull out of the fire if he no 
longer needs their support.

Tackling the Drought Problem 


The problem of the drought areas in the Can- 
adian West where water shortage, failure of 
crops, and dust storms bro sucH hardship 
and privation, stil awaits solution. A systematic 
program looking towards this solution has been 
under way for several years through the opera- 
tion of the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act 
the operation of this act, water conservation 
measures have been put to effect and oth 
measures have been taken to overcome droug 
conditions. Dams have erected, dugouts 
excavated, and small irrigation proje un- 
der an arrangement whereby advice and assist- 
ance are given to the individual farmer aflected. 

The aim, in many cases, is to provide suffi- 
cient water for a kitchen garden, for stock, or 
even for household purposes during critical 
periods when otherwise the farmer would find 
it difficult to remain upon his land at all. At 
such times even the certainty of this moderate 
supply might allow him to remain, at least on a 
self-susteining basis, upon his farm during the 
difficult period. 

Engineering science, of course, comes into use 
in carrying out many of these measures. Topo- 
graphy is studied, as wel! soil structure, run- 
off conditions, drainage possibilities, and the de- 
sign and efficiency of various kinds of engineer- 
ing projects. The forthcoming annual convention 
of the Engineering Institute of Canada, to be held 
at Ottawa on February 14 and 15, will see a major 
portion of the program devoted to papers on the 
drought situation. Engineers and agriculturists 
will outline what has already been done and will 
discuss possibilities for the future. 

There is much, of course, that engineering 
efficiency and resourcefulness can accomplish. 
The science of irrigation can perform wonders. 
Arid deserts become fertile valleys and life- 
giving lakes appear where once was only alkali 
dust and sage-brush. Engineering knowledge 
can show the way to feed parched districts of the 
west with the water supply of the Rockies, It 
can show, too, ways and means of conserving 
vital moisture. 

There is a persistent feeling, however, that 
Canada and the United States must adopt some- 
thing more than engineering schemes to preserve 
the value of the great plains. They must evolve 
a policy to prevent dangerous planting of grain, 
Many believe that drought and dust storms came 
in some areas because ploughs of the grain farm- 
ers broke soil which should never be cultivated, 
Some of this soil, they declare, is suited only for 
grazing lands. Once the tough top soil is broken 
by the plough the winds «atter it far and wide 
and the grassy plains become useless deserts. 

A combination of scientific agronomy and 
engineering can accomplish much to avert dis- 
aster on the plains, It is important work. The 
Canadian West may enjoy a few “wet years” but 
this does not mean that the drought situation has 
solved itself. Past history demonstrates that dry 
years will surely come again The problem is 
one that will be solved only by serious and con- 
certed effort. Towards that effort the engineers, 
as a body, appear to be contributing a fair share.

It pays, with nations as with individuals, to 
keep on good terms with good neighbors, Chan- 
cellor Hitler coined a slogan “Export or Die.” 
German exporters answered to that urge so well 
that the customary deficit in trade with United 
States was overtaken. In some months the former 

deficit was changed into a 
TRADE FIGURES German export surplus. Then 
TELL A TALE Hitler started his persecution 

of those who did not see eve 
to eye with his Nazi beliefs. Worse still, he at- 
tacked United States leaders. Purchases of Ger- 
man goods dwindled in America. Last year the 
former export surplus became a deficit of 255,- 
300,000 marks—a trade loss that more than 
accounted for the 192,000,000 marks deficit on the 
total trade of the old Reich for last year. (The 
total trade deficit for the Greater Reich amounts 
to 432,400,000 marks.) 

A good deal of the export trade of Germany 
is done with cheap “aski” or blocked marks. But 
United States will not accept these. The adverse 
balance with United States has to be paid for 
in reichsmarks. No wonder that Germany is seek- 
ing to obtain cash balances from German refu- 
gees in United States.

A suit where Germany claims the funds of 
Jewish refugees was heard in a New York court 
last week. Perhaps it was unlucky for the Reich 
that the name of the judge was Abram Goodman. 
In this case, which will probably be accepted as 
a precedent, the judge referred to the claim of 

the Reich as “brigandage,” 
“KOMMISSARS” and refused the Nazi Kommis- 
WANT THE CASH gars the right to interplead. 

The case arose in this fashion: 
Four New York haberdashery firms had bought 
goods valued at $2,029 from Spielman and Sohn 
of Vienna, manufacturers of silk ties and scarves. 
Before payment could be made came the Ansch- 
luss and the Spielmans had to fly from Vienna 
to Paris to escape being imprisoned in concen- 
tration camps because of their religion. They 
assigned their claims to a friend in New York, 
who brought suit. 

The four haberdashers said they were ready 
and anxious to pay, but they had received notices 
from Nazi Kommissars Georg Weber and Richard 
Spitzhutti, stating that the Spielmans’ factory 
and al] their assets, including credits abroad, had 
been seized “for legal reasons.” They offered to 
pay the $2,029 into court, so that the kommissars 
might enter an interpleader action. 

Justice Goodman made short work of the 
claim of the two kommissars. Following a judg- 
ment of the Court of Appeals in a post-revolu- 
tionary case affecting Russian litigants, he said: 
“Confiscation by a government to which recog- 
nition has been refused has no more effect in law 
than seizure by bandits or by other lawless 
bodies. . . . This fact, together with the seizure 
of plaintiff assignor’s property, based solely on 
the religious belief of said assignor, is so abhor- 
rent to our principle of religious liberty as to be 
in conflict with our public policy and sense of 
justice.”

On This Date

Just a century ago today Lord 
Melbourne presented the British 
parliament the report of the Earl of 
Durham upon political conditions in 
Canada, one of the most noiable po- 
litical documents in the world, since 
it proved the basis for that self- 
government by the colonies which 
has resulted in the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations 


Apart altogether from its future 
constitutional importance, the re- 
port was a remarkable piece of 


work, being completed within two 
months after Durham's return from 
Canada, a man then at death’s door. 
Whatever help he may have re- 


ceived from his staff it is his own, 
“marked throughout by his own 
vivid style,” as Professor G. W. 


Wrong has written. 

Curiously enough its effects upon 
the British people were more as re- 
garded Durham personally than as 
it affected Canada, Despite the re- 
bellions of two years before, the 
British people showed little inter- 
est in Canada. “Complete indiffer- 
ence,” Was the summing up of one 
observer. The Times and other pa- 
pers published the report in full. 
What discussion there was was on 
party lines; the Report gave “so- 
ciety” a chance to talk about Dur- 
bam and speculate as to his future, 
but only a very few of the public 
men of the time saw that the docu- 
ment Was the cradle of a new era, 

Among those who realized the 
future reactions of Durham's pro- 
posals was Wakelield, who wrote: 
“The Report has gone the round 
from Canada, through the West 
Indies and South Africa to the Aus- 
tralias, and has everywhere been 
received with acclamations.” 

Within two years Durham's pro- 
posals for a reunion of the Canadas 
was accomplished, and one step tak- 
en towards his still greater dream 
of a union of all the English col- 
onies in North America. Truly is 
this a centennial day of high his- 
toric value,

THE ROYAL VISIT 

After referring very briefly to our 
| great delight in anticipation of the 
Royal visit of Their Majesties to our 
| fair Dominion and to our desire to 
give our people the privilege of 
greeting them, and especially the 
children, we outlined the general 
conditions in paragraph 2 under 
three headings: 

1—Business progress—“Statistics 
substantiate the various indications 

of steady business progress.” 

The press has informed us that 
Alberta is the only province in 
Canada where there has been an 
increase in ‘wholesale business. 
Alberta had an 8 per cent increase, 
Tuesday's paper had a further 
item along this line: “Alberta 
ranked third in the percentage of 
all motor vehicles sold throughout 
the Dominion during the year 
1938." The only provinces with 

| greater sales than Alberta were 
Quebec and Ontario, 

| 2-—Unemployment—“It is also en- 
| couraging to note that there has 
been a decrease in the number of 
unemployed in the province.” This 
| is explained in the last sentence of 
| the paragraph which I have headed 
| “increased purchasing power.” 
| “Through the activities of the Board 
of Industrial Relations thousands of 
dollars have been restored to em- 
ployees, thereby increasing their 
purchasing power.” 


FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES 


For the benefit of those who have 
the idea that the principles of 
Social Credit are being abandoned, 

| may I point out that this is one of 
| the fundamental principles of the 
| Social Credit philosophy, 

Next, the speech calls attention to 
the work that is being accomplished 
—first, in the field of education: 

To correct what has been said on 
the flogr of this House, ignorantly I 
think, may I read: “The larger 
school units covering 90% of the 
province now number forty-four. 
Where they have been in operation 
for some time they are proving very 
Satisfactory, and their record of 
accomplishment is most gratifying.” 

In most cases the total cost of 
education in the larger school 
units has been slightly less than 
the total cost under individual 
local school districts, 

Hence the taxes on the whole 
area cannot be higher. It is true 
the taxes will be equalized so that 
in places where the taxes were too 
low they may be increased and in 
cases where the taxes were too high, 
they may be decreased, 


SPEAKING OF SCHOOLS 

The honorable leader of the Con- 
servative party spoke of the unsat- 
isfactory conditions in most schools. 
I am glad to assure him that these 


conditions are rapidly being im- 
proved. “It is anticipated that with- 
in a few years, financial arrange- 
ments, adequate housing and a com- 
prehensive plan of high school edu- 


cation with a reasonably varied pro-| 


gram, will have been provided in 
all parts of the province.” The 
policy of the government is clearly 
indicated in the last sentence of this 
section, paragraph 5: 

“My government seeks to com- 
plete the task of reorganizing rural 
education and the administration of 
the curriculum; to work out some 
plan whereby no child of ability 
will be prevented from developing 
its powers to capacity because of 
lack of opportunity.” 


B3—Now, regarding Youth Train- 
ing—Alberta holds the proud dis- 
tinction of being second to no other 
province in Canada in the efficiency 
and general results of the Youth 
Training program. 


NURSING SERVICE 


On page 2 we have the report and 
Prospects of the Health and Agri- 
cultural departments, May I read 
one or two sentences from them: 
“We have the distinction of being 
the only province in the Dominion 
of Canada that provides a District 
Nursing service to people cut off 
from medical services.” 


Previous years have seen our 
accomplishments in regard to 
tuberculosis and {infantile paral- 
ysis, 

This year we have this to pre- 
dict: “A Maternal Welfare act 
will be presented for your con- 
sideration. It will increase the 
number of district nurses and 
enable my government to add to 
the service now being given.” 


The long range view of our pro- 
gram is revealed in the Jast sen- 
tence, “My government will con- 
tinue to take progressive steps to- 
wards ultimate state medicine.” 


AS TO AGRICULTURE 


| Our accomplishments in the field 
of agriculture are known far and 
wide. Since the present minister 
has taken office, much progress has 
been made. Our program for this 
year is summed up briefly in this 
sentence, “Consideration will be 
given to the problem of production, 
processing, transportation and mar- 
keting of farm products.” 


“My government will continue 
to give the most careful considera- 
tion to all measures calculated to 
promote and stabilize agriculture, 

Mr. Speaker, there is no need of 

me mentioning the progress made 
by our Public Works department,

CASE FOR ALBERTA 

Three paragraphs farther down 
we have “The Case for Alberta’ 
brought to your attention. Each 
member of the legislature was sup- 
plied with a copy. We hope you 
read it carefully. Part one deals 
with Alberta conditions as they are; 
part two shows how the principles 
of Social Credit can remedy these 
conditions, Surely it behooves the 
members of the opposition to read 
what has been given them before 
they make such unwarranted crit- 
icisms. 

| Other matters are referred to— 
the redistribution and unemploy- 
ment surveys, the oil and gas cone 
servation, the pipe line projects, 
municipal taxation, and so forth and 
So on, which are engaging the atten- 
| tion of our government at the pres- 
ent time. 


SOMETIMES WONDER 


I sometimes wonder if the Public 
and the members of the opposition 
know what is being done in debt ad- 
justment and the development of 
the oil industry.

known one Maliese, with its silky,
